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The millipedes belong to the class Diplopoda of phylum Arthropoda. Millipedes are 
found in moist and humid environmental conditions and climate change affect the 
survival of millipedes. Human induced climate change has created new challenges for 
biodiversity conservation. Scanty rainfall increase in temperature and decrease in 
moisture can have direct effect on survival of Diplopoda fauna. The millipedes belong to 
the class Diplopoda of phylum Arthropoda. Present study on the effect of climate change 
high temperature) on the haemolymph inorganic and organic components of millipede 
M. importatus. The millipede M. importatus is cosmotropic found abundantly in cotton 
field of Amravati district in the rainy season ( June — October ). The observation show 
that exposure of millipede to high temperature affect the haemolymph inorganic and 
organic components . 
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
